COTTON-SEED OIL. 



Its Vulue as mi Article of Food In Europe 
and America — Extensively Used. 

[Chicago Tribune. 1 

There La a largu market for eottou-seed 
oil in this city, anil fin establishment where 
the refining process Is carried ou. The 
oil is supplied to snap makers, lard refiners, 
bakers, confectioners, grocers, bottlers of 
olive oil, puiut mixers, screw cutters, 
manufacturers of putty, butterino- mak- 
ers, etc, the material reaching the con- 
sumer through all these and other avenues 
of trade. Special cllorts have recently 
been made to introduce it to the attention 
of bakers, and through the grocers and 
butchers to households for use in cook- 
ing. It is said to he preferred by those 
who us because it is pure and whole- 
some article of food, about which there is 
not, aud can not be, a shadow or taint of 
disease of any kind; while the hog and all 
other animals are liable to cholera, 
trichina, aud other diseases, for which 
reason their product carries with it the 
seeds of bodily ills to the human lumily 
through the medium of the kitchen, ft 
is strango that the public should turn up 
its nose at the article which is pure aud 
wholesome while willingly buying and 
using it asan adulterant of lard, butteriuo, 
and other articles used as food. 

Bakors and others who use cottonseed 
oil aro as yet backward to acknowledge it, 
chiefly owing to the prejudice that exists 
in the public mind against its use, which 
in turn Is due to a general knowledge of 
the fact that it is sometimes employed as 
an adulterant. But some of the moat pro- 
gressive bakers and merchants are grow- 
ing more disposed to openly proclaim that 
they use the article and to give their 
reasons therefor. ( if i ourso the principal 
reason is the fact that the oil is economi- 
cal, which should, howyvor, be a strong 
recommendation so long as it can be 
proved that the article is healthy. It is 
estimated that for bakers' use three 
pounds of the oil will do the work of four 
pounds of lard, while the cost at whole- 
sale is at present a quarter of a cent per 
pound less for the former than for the 
latter. 

In the manufacture of high grades of 
soap cottou-seed oil has no superior, and 
large soap makers use several thousand 
barrels .of it annually. l.ard refiners are 
also heavy buyers. Miners in the west, 
use it almost to the exclusion of other 
kinds of oil for illuminating purposes, as 
it is non-explosive and gives a very good 
light. But its chief value will yet be 
found to lie in its qualities as an article 
of human food, as it is a builder up and 
sustainer of bone and sinew. It promises 
to be a great aid to consumptives and 
other weak constitutions. 

Cotton-seed oil contains no less than 95 
per cent of nutriment. This statemeut 
is found in a report recently made to par- 
liament by the purveyor of the English 
army in regard to the use of certain arti- 
cles as food. lie recommended cottou- 
seed oil as a heat producer and substitute 
for other fats, and largely as a, sub 
stituto for meaL American cottou-seed 
oil has also played an important part in 
the rapid recuperation of franco after her 
exhaustive war with Germany. The 
French are la.-ge raisers of cereals, aud as 
they, coat the consumer about four-i'fths 
as much as moat the French people have 
eaten their ceroids and sold their meat, 
using cotton seed oil in the placo of the 
latter, serving it up in combination with 
preparations from grain in the many 
palatable ways for which that people aro 
noted Spain, Portugal, Italy, and other 
southern European couutries are habitual 
consumers of cotton seed oil, while Ger- 
many, England, and Russia use large 
quantities, mostlv as food. In the army 
of the last-named country it forms a part 
of the regular rations, and it has found its 
way even into Siberia, where the hunters 
carry It with them as a part of their regu- 
lar supplies. 

Old-Time ICtlqtiotte In Virginia, 
[Boston Journal.!

It has aisb been 
alleged that a really high-bred Virginian 
never so far forgets etiquetto as to in- 
quire of a straugcr where ho was from, 
because tho stranger might be forced to 
acknowledge that he was' from some other 
state than Virginia, and it was only char- 
ity to spare him this mortifying admission.

CAMPAIGN LIES. 

MurK Twain's 12xporiciicc--Tue 
Developments Fosiowiiis his 
Nomination for Governor. 

A few months a^o I was nominat- 
ed for Governor of the great State of 
New York, to run against John T. 
Smith and Blank J. Blank, on an in- 
dependent ticket, I somewhat felt that 
I had one prominent) advantago over 
these gentlemen, and that was — good 
character. It was easy to see by the 
newspapers that if ever they had known 
what it was to bear a good name, that 
time had gone by, It. was ,ilain that in 
these latter years they had become 
familiar with all manner of shameful 
crimcsT But at the very moment that I 
was exalting my advantage and joying 
in it in secret, there was a muddy un- 
dercurrent of discomfort "riling" tho 
deeps of my happiness, and that was- 
the having my name bandied about 
in familiar connection with such peo- 
ple. I grew more and more disturbed. 
Finally I wrote my grandmother about 
it. Her answer oaiiio quick and sharp. 
She said; 

"You havo never done one singlo 
thing in all your life to be ashai'ied of 
— not one. Look at the newspapers — 
look at them and comprehend what 
sort of characters Smith and Blank are, 
and then see if you are willing to low- 
er yourself to their level and enter a 
public canvass with them." 

But I could not recede. I was fully 
committed and must go on with the 
fight. As I was looking listlessly over 
the papers at breakfast, I came across 
this paragraph, and I may truly say I 
never was so confounded before; 

"Perjury. — Perhaps, now that Mr. 
Mark Twain is before the people as 
candidate for Governor, he will con- 
desend to explain how he tame to be 
convicted of perjury by thirty four 
witnesses it) Wakawak, Cochin China, 
in 1 8 G 3, tho intent of which perjury 
being to rob a poor native widow and 
her helpless family of a meagre plantain 
patch, their only stay and support in 
their bereavement and desolation. Mr. 
Twain owes it to himself, as well as to 
the great people who suffrages he asks, 
to clear this matter np. Will he do it?'' 

I thought I should burst with amaze 
ment Such a cruel, heartless charge. 
I never had seen Cochin China. I never 
had heard of Walmwak. 1 didn't know 
a plantain patch from a kangaroo. I 
was crazed and helpless. I let the day 
slip away without doing anything at 
all. The next niorniug the samo paper 
had this — nothing more: 

"Significant. — Mr, Twain, it will be 
observed, Is suggestively silent about 
the Cochin China perjury." 

[Mem — During the rest of the cam- 
p ngn this paper never referred to mo 
in anv other way than "the infamous 
perjurer Twain."] 

Next came the Gazette with this: 

"Wanted to Know. — Will tho new 
candidate for Governor deign to ex- 
plain to certain of his fellow citizens 
the little circumstance of his cabin 
mates in Montana losing small valua- 
bles from time to time, until at last 
these things having been invariably 
found on Mr. Twain's person or in his 
trunk (newspaper he rolled his traps 
in), they felt compelled to give him a 
friendly admonition for his own good, 
and so tarred and feathered him and 
rode him on ft rail out of camp. Will 
he do this?" 

Gould anything be more deliberately 
malicious than this? Por I never was in 
Montana in my life. 

[After this this journal continously 
spoke of me as "Twain, tho Montana 
Thief.") 

I got to picking up papers appre- 
hensively — much as one would lift a 
desired blanket which he had some 
idea might have a rattlesnake under it. 
One day this met my eye; 
. "The" Lie Nailed. — By the sworn af- 
fidavit of Michael O' Flanagan, Esq., 
and Mr. Snub Rafferty and Mr. Catty 
Mulligan, it is established that Mr. 
Mark Twain's statement that the la- 
mented grandfather of our noble stan- 
dard-bearer, Blank J. Blank, was hang- 
ed for highway robbery, is a brutal and 
gratuitous lie, without a shadow of 
foundation in fact." 

And yet I can lay my hand on the 
book and say I never slandered Mr. 
Blank's grandfather. More, I had never 
even heard of him or mentioned him 
up to date. 

[I will state in passing that the 
journal above quoted always referred 
to me afterward as "Twain, the Rody 
Snatcher."] 

"The next newspaper article that at- 
tracted my attention was the follow- 
ing: 

"A Sweet Candidate. — Mark Twain, 
who was to make such a blighting 
speech at the mass-meeting last night, 
didn't come to time. A telegram from 
his physician stated that he had been 
knocked down by a runaway team and 
his leg broken in two places — sufferer 
lying in great agony and so forth and 
so forth, and a lot of moro bosh of the 
same sort. And the Independents tried 
bard to swallow the wretched subter- 
fuge and pretended that they did not 
know what was the real reason of the 
e.bsence of the abandoned creature 
whom thev denominate their standard- 
bearer. A certain man was seen to reel 
into Mr. Twain's hotel last night, in a 
state of beastly intoxication. It is the 
imperative duty of the Independents 



to prove that the besotted brute was 
not Mark Twain himself. We have 
them at last. This is a case that admits 
of no shirking. The voice of the people 
demands in thunder tones: Who was 
tho man?" 

Three long years had passed over my 
head since I had tasted ale, beer, wrno 
or liquor of any kind. 

[The same journal immediately dub- 
bed me "Mr. Delirium Tremens Twain.] 

By this time there had grown to be 
such a clamor for an "answer" to all 
the dreadful charges that wero laid to 
mo that the editors and leaders of the 
party said it would he political ruin 
for mo to remain silent any longer. The 
following appeared in one of the pa- 
pers the very next day: 

"Behold the Man.— The independent 
candidate still maintains silence. Be- 
cause he dare not speak. Every accusa- 
tion against him has beon amply prov- 
ed, and they have been indorsed and 
reindorsed by his own eloquent silence, 
till ut this day he stands forever con- 
victed. Look upon tho infamous per- 
jurer! tho Montana thief! the body- 
snatcher! the dehrum tremens! the 
filthy corruptionist! Can you give your 
honest votes to a creature who dares 
not open his mouth in denial of any of 
his hideous crimes!" 

There was no possible way of getting 
out of it, and so in deep humiliation 1 
set about to "answer" a mass of base- 
less charges and mean and wicked 
falsehoods. But I never finished the 
task, for the very next morning a pa- 
per man came out with a new horror, 
charging me with burning a lunatic 
asylum, with all its inmates, because 
it obstructed the view from my house. 
This threw me into a sort of panic. 
Then the principal Republican journals 
"convicted" me of wholesale bribery, 
and of poisoning my uncle to get his 
property, with an imperative demand 
that tho grave should be opened. This 
drove me to the verge of distraction. 
On the top of this I was accused of 
employing toothless and incompetent 
old relatives to prepare the food for 
the foundling hospital when I whs 
warden. At last, as a due aud fitting 
climax to the shameless persecution 
that party rancor had inflicted upon 
me, nine little, toddling children, of 
all shades of color and dogrees of rag- 
gedness, wero taught to rush on to the 
platform at a public meeting and clasp 
me around the legs and call mo pa. 
Truly yours, once a decent man.

~~ THE FISHERIES. 

Nearly everyone knows how and why 
Brithh Columbia was deprived of partici- 
pation in the benefits of the fishery 
clauses of the Washington treaty. The 
treaty was passed and ratified a short time 
before British Columbia ontered the con- 
federation. By a strange omission never 
satisfactorily explained no provision was 
made for extending the treaty to this 
province, although it was provided when 
Prince Edward Island and Newfoundland 
should enter the confederation that they 
should enjoy the samo benefits that the 
provinces then members of the confeder- 
ation obtained under ' the treaty. The 
failure to include British Columbia shut 
the fish products of the province out of 
United States ports and stuuted a great 
interest, which, given a free and open 
market, would have proved of incalcula- 
ble advantage to the people of this coun- 
try. What is wanted — what has always 
been wanted— ia a market near at home 
for the products of our sea farm. One of 
the reasons advanced years ago for con- 
federating British Columbia with Canada 
was that the latter would be admitted to 
any reciprocal arrangements that might 
be made for the entrance free of duty at 
American ports of the fish, coal, lumber 
and other natural wealth of the province. 
Reciprocity has not yet been obtained. 
But its advocates are alive and vigilant, 
and never tire of putting it before the 
American executive. Last spring the 
Washington treaty expired by limitation 
and the Canadian government, keeping in 
view the popular desire for reciprocal iu- 
latieni, consented to permit American 
fishermen to fish in Canadian waters mi 
til the 1st of January, 18S(i, by which 
date, President Cleveland said, ho would 
be prepared to lay before congress 
a scheme that would secure the free ad- 
mission into the United States of, among 
other thing, Canadian fish and fish oils. 
Ibis would be an admirable arrangement 
if it could be effected j but there are 
serious, doubts as to its passage. Altho 1 jIi 
the policy of the present democratic ad 
ministration is free trade, the senate 
(which in the result is the treaty making 
power) is largely republican. Now, if a 
republican is anything ho is a rank pro- 
tectionist. It was a republican senate 
that refused to renew the first reciprocity 
treaty. The same body has persistently 
refused to ratify negotiations pointing to 
the same end. To-day it is feared they 
are as hostile as over in their opposition 
to a relaxation of the stringent tariff regu- 
lations which render it so dillicult to in- 
terchange the commodities of the t*o 
countries. There is, however, always 
virtue in trying and the efforts now be- 
ing made may prove successful. 

THE GRAND TRUNK RA IL WA Y CO. 

The Glohe has n cablegram from London 
which places the affairs of the Grand 
Trunk Railway Company in a rather 
gloomy aspect. At the annual meeting 
Sir Henry Tyler presided He laid before 
the meeting the accounts for the half year 
ending Juno 30th, 1885. They showed 
gross receipts £1,423,857 against i'1,012,- 
348 in 1884. Working expanses were 
7li 70 per cent, of total receipts Against 
73 0(i in 1884, leaving net receipts of 
£333,120 against £434,318 last. year. The 
total net revenue balance is £357,001, 
which is £48,307 short of the sum neces- 
sary for paying the pre-preference interest 
charges, including interest on dobenture 
stock, tho rents of leased lines, interest, 
on bonus, and interest on subsidiary lines. 
The working expenses showed a decrease 
of £87/203 as compared with 1884, not 
withstanding that in the last ninntionP(l 
year there was al3o a decrease of £144,188 
as compared with 1883 In his nddrpts, 
on moving the adoption id the report, Sir 
Henry Tyler attributed the decrease in 
net receipts to tho extremely low rates 
brought about by suicidal and unnecessary 
competition. 1 l.i spoke ho; efully of no 
improvement in this respect, which he ex- 
pected to witness aim >st immediately; in 
fact arrangements had already been made 
and orders issued with a view to raising 
rates and effecting an amicable division of 
traffic Ho spoke also of the probability 
of friendlier arrangements with the Can- 
adian Pacific beiin,' soon consummated. 



THE "MELANCHOLY DANE." 

The high handed proceeding of King 
Christian in proroguing tho Pigsdag on 
account "f the opposition of the F-ilks- 
thing, or Lower Chamber, met with a 
temporary success. This was secured by 
the diversion of the public mind by the 
ri'jmcinii over the marriage of Prince 
Waldemar and by the attempted assassi- 
nation of Minister Estrup; but now thit 
the excitement caused by theso two events 
has p issed it becomes more apparent than 
ever that the king is standing on the edge 
of a dynastic abysn. As the budget was 
not passed by the folksthing the king will 
again have to raise the necessary 
funds by royal decree, and in doing so he 
runs counter to the best and most sub- 
stantial members of the community. An- 
ticipating resistance from tho mayors, 
backed by public opinion, temporary co- 
ercive laws have been published in the 
Official C) izette, and a furco of military 
and police has been formed to assist the 
civil authorities in carrying the laws into 
effect. His Majesty's only supporters are 
a few aristocratic bigots ami a mercenary 
clientele of city tradesmen, while he is op- 
posed in the czarlike syBtom of rule by all 
tho reformers, land owners and merchants 
of the rest of the country. The king by 
his arbitrary conduct and mulish disre- 
gard for public opinion is fust brinying 
monarchy into disrepute, and many intel- 
ligent statesmen prognosticate that before 
tho expiration of a year a republic will be 
established in Denmark. 

HI EL'S RETRIEVE. 

Lord Pram well has written to tho 
Times to condemn the ncHon of thnso 
who are urging a reprieve, for Kiel. His 
lordship considers that no man deserves 
punishment so much as a man leading a 
rebellion. Riel, in particular, was a very 
bad rebel, having curried out his rebellion 
for gain. Thin is his second offence, and, 
says his lordship, he has done more mis- 
chief than a score of burglars, murderers 
and other criminals. Lord Bram'well but 
re-echoes tho sentiments of all loyal 
Canadians. The very idea of a reprievo 
is repugnant to any one who desires to 
see the man who is responsible for two 
rebellions and at least one cold-blooded, 
cowardly murder, adequately punished. 
No criminal ever more richly deserved 
death than Kiel, and should he escape tho 
gallows hanging for any crime should go 
out of fashion in Canada. 



THE BOYCOTT ERS. 

The system of boycotting Irish laud- 
lords goes merrily ou. Tho police force 
is at present in a state of efficiency which 
has never before been equalled. Its re- 
lations with the people are more friendly 
than for many years past, and tho result 
is that an unusual number of outrages 
have been avorted, and the detection and 
capture of criminals have been greutly 
facilitated. But more men are needed, 
and tho force will probably bo increased. 
The recruiting of artisans is to be en- 
couraged with a view of having one or 
more skilled workmen at every police 
station in readiness, to assist boycotted 
persons. 

''FAIR TRADE." 

Lord Salisbury's speech at Victoria 
Hall, London, last night was a bold and 
manly declaration of fair trade principles. 
Tho conservatives arc now committed to 
the reversal of the free trade policy of the 
liberals, a policy which is closing tho 
workshops of England and forcing the 
flower of the country to emigrate. A few 
nights ago Lord Huseburry said the only 
remedy ho could suugest for hard times 
was for the government to assist working- 
men to leave their native laud. Salisbury 
suggests a better plan: He proposes to 
assist Englishmen to remain at homo by 
compelling foreign nations to admit llrit- 
ish goods duty froo or meet a hostile 
tarifl' for their own goods at British port3. 

The Ciuol jmd iltic J'oliee. 

To tii e Editor:— Tho censure passed 
last Monday on the prison authorities by 
the coroner's jury ought to open the eyes 
of the provincial government and tho 
municipal council to the knowledge that 
there iB some great defect in the manage- 
ment of the Victotia . prison. They are 
primarily responsible for the conduct of 
those they employ, and for the efficient 
management of the prison and police 
force. Will many oi our ciic/.eim "oo sur- 
prised to hear that a man has just died 
within the prison walls — -apparently more 
from neglect and lack of medical aid in 
proper time, than from tho effects of 
drink I Probably the surprise will bo 
that there aro so few of those sad occur- 
rences. Every citizen ought to be inter- 
ested to know, and tho questions natural- 
I ly arise — "Are the police from tho super- 
intendent down, careful, vigilant and 
sober I Are they to be found in drinking 
saloons and brothels, or are they to be 
found in the Btreuts and at tho post of 
duty I" I believe gambling houses are 
more numerous in Victoria than at any 
time in Us history. Do the police bring 
the keepers of such houses to light, jus- 
tice and punishment i Aro the police 
paid to close their eyes to such demoraliz- 
ing and pernicious doings in our midst I 
Do wehearof the police arresting any of tho 
scoundrels who waylay respectable people 
in the streets / Do they trace or follow up 
and keep in view suspicious looking char- 
acters 1 In short du the police do their 
duty I Who will answer "Yes" I 
think will answer, "No." Although it 
may bo difficult to furnish specific charges 
against the police, yet J believe tho time 
has arrived when an inquiry into their con- 
duct and into the management of tho pris- 
on ought to be held. Let the city gen- 
erally and the mayor call a jury of three 
citizens to co-operate in a thorough 
and searching investigation, and let in- 
competence, neglect of duty, or drunken- 
ness receive a severe and swift punish- 
ment. If rumors are unfounded ao much 
the better and it will be a relief to m my 
to know that for their protection they have 
a vigilant and sober police,— and that the 
internal economy of the prison is managed 
in a satisfactory manner. "TAXPAYER

In a previous engagement, between 
them Jennings was so seriously wounded 
that the contest was stopped.

John Bright Bids for the Irish 
Vote.

ENGLAND. 
London, Nov. i. — John Bright has 
written a letter to Blenuorhassett, who 
is contesting Manchester for tho bouse of 
commons, condoling with him on the op- 
position of tho Irishmen of that city who 
have joined the toriea instead of support- 
ing the liberals. Tho tories, Bright said, 
refused to grant concessions to Ireland; 
while the liberals are willing to remove 
her grievances. England, hu continues, 
has in the past treated Ireland cruelly, 
but now Ireland's greatest enemies me 
her professed leaders, who incite her peo- 
ple to disturb the peace and destroy in- 
dustry. Bright hopes there aro still 
patriotic Irishmen who aro ready to 
make an effort to retain harmony with 
Enitland. 

European residents at Rangoon are 
alarmed at the present warlike attitude 
in Burundi and fear a revolt of tho na- 
tives. The bank of Rangoon has sent 
twenty lakhs of silver tu tho currency of- 
fice for safety . 

Queen Victoria has enquired regarding 
King Alfonso's health. Reports frotp 
Madrid are conflicting. 

The trial of Stead and other defendants 
in the Armstrong abduction caso was re- 
sumed to day, Charles .Russel, counsel 
for the dofenot:, declared that tho taking 
of a child away with her mother's consent 
was no crime; but the j adgo held other- 
wise. Stead, who acts as his own counsel , 
made a powerful speech to tho jury 
dwelling particularly on the righteousness 
of his motives in his transactions respect- 
ing the girl and defended the action of 
Mrs. Jarrett in refusing to betray her 
confederate, Stead claimed that tho re 
velations of the Pall Mall Gazette aroused 
the indignation of the public and enabled 
the attorney general to secure the passage 
of the criminal law amendment bill so ;is 
! to roach such cases as mentioned in tho 
i Gazette. Mr. Jacques, ope of the defen- 
j (hints, here arose and exclaimed excitedly :

Turkey has not named her delegate to 
tho conforenco of the powers in the 
Roumeliau question, because thu ambas- 
sadors of the powers disagree on the sub- 
ject of restoring statu quo ante, nnd 
measures to bo adopted to restore it. The 
Porte wishes the conference to open 
under the auspices of a union of powers 
on the above matter. Said Pasha, 
new Turkish foreign minister, bus induced 
M. Denelidoff, Russian ambassador, to be 
less determined to depose Prince Alexan- 
der of Bulgaria, The porto is urging Sir 
Win. White, who continues to act as 
British ambassador, to ask England for 
fresh instructions respecting its line of 
action at the proposed Balkan conference, 
so as to render a compromise on the Bul- 
garia-Roumelian question possible. Tho 
attitude of England causes much un- 
easiness to the ports, who believes that 
Lord Salisbury, the English prime min- 
ister, doos not want to weaken any of tho 
Balkan states. As constituted they form 
a barrier against Russian schemes. At 
tho last, meeting of ambassadors, Sir Win. 
White energetically opposed tho proposi- 
tion to restore statu quo ante in tho 
Balkans. Tho powers am certain to dis- 
agree upon this subject; Italy has tried 
and failed to restore accord among tho 
powers in tho niattor. The porto fours 
that Austria will abandon her present 
policy, which would greatly increase tho 
difficulties of the situation. 

Constantinople, Nov. 4. — The total 
strength of the Turkish troops now mobi- 
lized is 35,000. Great camps aro being 
formed on tho Bulgarian, Servian and 
Greek frontiers. Gen. Lew Wallace, for- 
merly U. S. minister to Turkey has arriv- 
ed hero. It is supposed ho haa come at 
the invitation of (ho sultan who has great 
confidence in Gen. Wallace's judgment 
and sdvice. It ii reported that Prince 
Alexander is pressing the porta which re- 
fuses to receive him. The Albaniui gov- 
ernment refused to supply any troops to 
Turkey unless Ahmed Rioub was appoint- 
ed their leader. Tho porto consented.

Halifax, Nov. 4. — Incoming vessels 
report the storm still raging with great 
severity at sea. Thus far no casualties 
among shipping reported. Telegrams 
from various points show tho gale to be 
severe throughout tho greater part of the 
province. It is reported from Haddock, 
C. B., that the storm is one of the worst 
ever known there. All small boats at the 
wharves have been broken; sailing vessels 
in port had to be towed outsidu in order 
to be saved. 

MONTREAL, Nov. 4 —A few days ago 
sanitary officers proceeded to thu residence 
of a man named Gagnon to remove his 
child, sick with the smallpox. Mooting 
with resistance, (1 warrant was issued. 
The officer conveying it was mot by Gag- 
non carrying a loaded revolver in each 
hand. He threatened to 3hoot the officer 
if ho crossed the thieshhold. The otlicor 
not being armed retired. A second war- 
rant was taken out on a charge of threat- 
ening to shout. Constable Beaudon, with 
a single companion, tried tu servo the 
warrant, but this time found Gagnon and 
his wife armed; both of them carrying 
revolvers in each hand Tho officers once 
more retired. The next night Sergeants 
Moran and Carpenter, accompanied by bu 
constables, surrounded the house, and 
after the men had been properly placed ill 
•front and rear, the sergeants passed 
through the kitchen do.»r and found them- 
selves in a low, narrow passage with an- 
other door at the end. This was 
suddenly thrown open and Gagnon and 
his wife appeared again armed. A par'ey 
took place, but to no use, as they threat- 
ened to shoot tho first man that advanced. 
The officers held a consultation when tho 
inner door suddenly opened and a bullet 
whizzed in close proximity to the serg- 
eant's head Tho officers quickly got out- 
side, and at this moment one of thu up- 
stairs windows wan thrown open and two 
more shots dischuged at the police, 
though on thu first appearance of tho con- 
stable there was no one around; by this 
timo there was a dense crowd of sym- 
pathizers Sergeants Mur.ui and Carpenter 
now formed their men in line, at tho 
same time shouting t hat l hey would shoot 
the first until attempting to dispute their 
pass-ige They then- departed, leaving 
Gignon for the thud time victorious. 
The health officials will to-day consult as 
to the advisability of taking the house by 
storm .

Proclamation l>y Governor 
Squire, 

Who Intimates that U. S. 
Troops u'51l be Called Out. 



(Etclinivc to The Colonist.) 

Sbattlk, Nov. 4. — Governor Squire to- 
day issued the following proclamation : 

"Wheroas, it has appeared by publish- 
ed statements and various evidences com- 
monly understood that in certain coun- 
ties bordering on Puj;.et sound certain 
persons have concerted together and de- 
termined to cause the romoval of all Chi- 
nese residents from such counties in 
Washington territory; and whereas nil 
acts of violence and intimidation against 
Chinese residents are plainly against the 
laws of Washington territory and the 
laws and treaties of the United States; 
and whereas it is represented by the 
sheriff of Pierce county and by the Chi- 
nese residents of tho city of Tacoma, in 
said county, that said Chinese residents 
have been forcibly removed beyond 
the limits of said city; and whoreaB 
the mayor of the city of ' Seattle 
now represents the imminent dan- 
ger of disturbance of peace in that city 
on account of the present anti Chinese 
agitation; and wheraas, the United States 
government has instructed tho executive 
of the torritory that every power of thu 
law should be lent to secure the Chinese 
from assault; and wheroas, tho good name 
and prosperity of tho territory depend 
upon thu preservation of peace and good 
order therein by tho duly constituted au- 
thorities; Now, therefore, I, Watson C. 
Squiro, governor of tho territory of Wash- 
ington, horeby warn all persons against 
participating in an7 riot or breach of the 
peace; and at this time I especially warn 
all persons against inciting others 
to riot or a breach of tho peace, 
in that they will bo held responsible 
for such acta under tho penalties of law; 
and I call upon tho sheriff* of the respec- 
tive counties and other officers who aro 
charged by law with the duty of keeping 
peace therein, to secure all Chinese resi- 
dents from assaul: ; and I call upon all 
good citizens to assist them in so doing. 
Fellow citizens, I appeal to you. Anay 
yourselves on the side of tho law. This 
is the timo in the history cf the territory 
for an intelligent, law-abiding and pros- 
porous community, who love their country 
and their home3, who aro blessed 
with boundless resources of forest, 
field and mine, who aspire to 
soon became a great and self-governing 
state, to assert their power of self control 
and self-preservation as against a spirit 
of lawlessness, which is destructive alike 
to immigration, to labor and to capital. 
If you do not protect yourselves you have 
anjy to look to the next step beyond, 
which is simply the fato of Wyoming, and 
the speedy interference of United Status 
troops." (Signed) Watson 0. Sqdiub,

WORK UNDER WATER. 

TALK' WITH A NEW YORK DIVER OF 
' EXPERIENCE. 



Laboring- Buueath the £>ark Waters About 
Kan York— Rislu WUjoh the Dir- 
er* Run— Qoliiff to Sleep 
— Corpses— Wuffo*. 



"IKew York Sun.l 

"I'm not going to tell-you about ghosts 
underwater; corpses sittiug uprighllri the 
Btateroonjs of stcauii.T3, with books o|wn 
on their knees as If they had been reading 
when they were drowned, because 1 
haven't seen such. Nor has any other 
divor," ?i*ou can't seo anything in n sunken 
vessel; ; If any one tells you such stories 
he's not a divor — he's a liar. " 

The speaker was liobert S. Russell, No. 
1 of the New York divers. 

H People always associate diving with 
wrecks, dead bodies, or treasure; but 
that's a small part of our work, and not a 
particularly flue Hue of it either. The fine 
work <jf-a diver's -occupation is that in 
which he bos to ply some trade like- car- 
pentering or pipe-laying under water. 
You see, a diver should be skilled at many 
trades to bo a success. That s 
what I mean by being handy. On 
account -of- the- sewerage, I 
suppose, it's pitch dark under the water 
all about New York. That's the reason 
New York divers are at the top of tho 
profession. Put thorn in clear water and 
thoir work seems child's play to them. 
They can work < twice as fast there as 
divers fronv elsewhere. But get a. diver 
from elsewhere, for instance an English 
diver,-) ere, and ho can't do a stroke of 
work. Now, wo can work as fast in these 
dark waters by touch as they can work in 
their own waters by sight, " 

"Is there any skill required lir the act 
of diving — 1 mean getting down to the 
object on which you are to work?" 

"No. ■ That is to say, no particular 
skill, only care. You' must be careful 
not to go down the life line too fast, 
because if you did the pressure on you 
would -be too sudden. Hut the art of 
foine-down ia easy enough. The dress 
weighs a diver down. You see, 
his shoes I woigh twouty pounds each. 
Thou he has on his chest and back, 
weights of forty pounds each. In addition 
to this the helmet and collar are heavy. 
The dress consists of two layers of duck 
with a layer of rubber between thorn. To 
tho top part of the dress a collar of copper 
la atlixed, and to this the helmet is firmly 
screwed- after it baa been placed over the 
diver's head. The helmet is large enough 
to allow a space of three inches around 
tho head, and there are threo tubes 
through which the air reaches the Inter- 
ior of the helmet. Uofore tho divor goes 
down, a weighted line is sunk to tho spot 
he is to reach below. The life line is tied 
around bis waist, uud to his helmet is at- 
tached tho hose through which the air is 
pumped into the he'met. The diver goes 
dosyn.the weighted line, the hose and the 
life lino being run out as he doscouds. 
As ho moves about below, those above 
must regulate the life line and hose, and 
should be ready to pull him up as soon as 
they get the signal — a sharp tug at the 
line. Some people faucy there's a rush 
ing sound, or a noise like thunder made 
by the air passing from the hose into the 
helmet. But that's nonsense. You 
don't hear'anv sound except tho strokes 
of the pimp. " . • 

"If those above are watchful for nny 
danger signal, - and. when they get the 
signal.; hauL the diver up promptly, do 
they usually land him safe and sound?" 

" Usually not If a diver's careful about 
hiH work, nothing should happen; but if 
atiy'thlhg 4oes happen, its usually all 
over with him. A tug on the line menus 
death, especially if he's down deep. The 
diver doesn't perish becauso he's cut off 
too long from the supply of air, but from 
the frightful pressure. Take, for instance, 
tho deaih of Jenkins in 1878. His hose 
burst They hauled him up in two 
minutes. He was. n corpse. 1 don't care 
to describe his appearance. It was har- 
rowing. . l ean give you, from an oxperi- 
eneefFOf mine, some idea of the 
pressure." I was at work 1 below, when 
■uddenly the supply of air gave out. I 
tugged the life-line. Fortunately I wasn't 
In vory deep water, and they hauled mo 
out Blivo. -But I felt- while they were 
hauling ma as if I had a hydraulic jack 
onieae-h side of my head. The hose had 
not burst, and the pump had been work- 
ing all right, so we were at a loss to know 
why the supply of air had given out till 
we made a careful examination of the 
hose- We found a lot of paper balls in it. 
1 don't know any one one who Is au en- 
emy of. mine, so in my case a fool must 
have put the paper balls in the hoBe. The 
kind of danger I've .just described— that 
of the stoppage of air and death from 
pressure— is perhaps the greatest, because 
a diver can't do anything to avoid it. It 
Is the danger of accident through circum- 
stances beyond his control. 

"There is another danger, and a very 
curious one, too, which fortunately, how- 
ever, 1 is noi'ofteu incurred. The dress of 
a diver is fearfully heavy and hot • On a 
w'ft~rnVday the perspiration from a diver, 
w*hile"hfa . dress is being put on, will 
iometimes show through the duck and 
rubber." Now, 1 when you get into the 
water' tho delightful coolness makes you_ 
drowsy, Divers actually go to sleep over 
'heir work.. 1 have fallou asleep but once. 
I was lading pipe in t'ntsklll creek I 
s!ept at the bfittom of the creek soundly 
for one hour and a half. Now, suppose 
youuhad a-job that you could work at only 
during one hour of slack water, as is the 
casc ,with. the ;"ob on the iron ship between 
(iovjeruorJsand Bodice's islands, nnd on 
going below you fell asleep and slept over 
your time? The tiffe would come with a 
rush; -your hose and rope would snap, and 
that'iWpUld'.be tkc.eiid of you. 

I spoke of working wrecks for corpses 
a moment ago. That reminds me of what 
I said, when I began our conversation 
about-the stories that are told of corpses 
being found iu all kinds of startling po- 
aUipua . I repeat that such stories arc lies. 
Adriver -who works a vessel for corpses 
looks, or rather feels, for them only in 
two places -along the tloors and along tho 
ceilings. I the wreck is very new— that 
is,, if, it. has been made but a day or two— 
a driver will feel along both floor and 
celling; if the wreck is older, only along 
the ceiling. " 

"What is a driver's day?" 

"Four hours, and bis pay is $0. That 
is the rate -when ho doesn't- furnish hia 
own apparatus. If he furnishes hia 
own rapparatus— that is, boat, pump, hose, 
lines and dress — the price runs from 
$JJ5 to $50 a day. according to the job. 
For instance, if I get a hawser out of 
the ; Bcrew of a Bteamcr and supply my 
own apparatus I charge $50 for the job, 
whethor it takes au hour or six hours, "

And whereas the amount of the whole rateable 
property of the said City, Recording to the last re- 
vieod assessment roll, is S5, 000,000. 

And whereas it will require an annual special rate 
of 1-H'i of one cent in the dollar for payinjr tho Inter- 
est and creating an equal yearly Blnklntf fund for 
paying the principal of the said intended debt ac- 
cording to the Municipal! y Act, 1881.
